Good ole vacation time. Most people get one every
year and your writer is no exception. Most vacations
are two to three weeks in length and usually taken at
one time. I like to break it up and take a week in May

. and get in on the Bass and Yellowtail fishing, a week in
August, to sack up a few Albacore and the rest in Oe-
tober and November catching up with a Salmon or
Steelhead and some Goose shooting in Northern Cali-
fornia. A bachelor, I can get away with a month of
fishing and hunting.

This week, with Butterfield Lake (previously
known as Vail Lake), San Diego Yellowtail fishing,
Lower Otay and El Capitan for Lunker Bass should
* prove interesting and informative. Good or bad news
will be in next week’s Hot Line.

Based on many years of experience, we are giving
some more tips on Bass fishing at the Breakwater. As
is true with all species of ocean fish, the Calico or Bull
Bass, that make the breakwater their home are not as
abundant as they used to be. The result of their
scarcity makes it necessary to know all the finer
points of this type of angling. Gathering information
from the experts we will pass them on.

Certain times of the year a phosphorescence con-
dition exists and probably creates the most flusterat-
ing times for the breakwater fisherman. This is a
heavy concentration of minute animals that gives off a
faint light. The bass seem to steer clear of this and so
then it becomes necessary to do some looking. This
condition seems to be heavy in some areas and almost
non-existent in others. Start looking for the clear
places along the rocks and I am sure that with the
proper application and presentation of your favorite
lure, you will be rewarded with a respectable catch.

Where most of the night fisherman fail to land
their share of bass, I have found that they do not fish
close enough to the rocks. That lure has to hit the
water within two to three feet from the edge and
allowed to sink slowly along the face of the break-
water, You will find that usually the strike will come
by the time your lure has traveled six to ten feet. The
larger fish are close in and as your lure is pulled away
from the rocks the smaller fish seem to take over.

One thing, for sure, if you are fishing right, you
are going to hook rocks, starfish and other obstacles
that clutter the bottom.

By applying a quick pressure and a quicker re-
lease, most of the time your lure comes loose. But don't
venture out without at least a half dozen lures.

A trio of ardent Torrance anglers, Hal Mael, Don-
nie Coil, and wife Barbara, put forth in their trusty
sea worthy boat from Second Street in Long Beach and
after some four hours of scouting, searching, looking,
and casting, they came in and had to settle for a boat
ride. Maybe they didn't follow all the rules. A real sure
fire bait, that is a little more difficult to fish with, is a
Mudsucker. Get a dozen large Mudsuckers and using a
8.0 hook, cast to within four or five feet of the rocks,
and bait will swim down toward the holes in the break-
water and there is no bass out there they cannot resist
a dainty morsel such as that. All sure fire ways of
‘doing things, have their weak points. This method is
no exception. It is necessary to let the fish have time
to get the bait down and usually they head for a hole,
thereby creating a problem.

Late Flasher — Ray Hawkes expert surf fish-
erman, tossed sandcrabs into the surf at Oxnard and
was rewarded with many barred perch.
